ROME, Aug. 30.—Austrian counter 
attacks in force were made yester- 
day against the new Italian positions 
on the front above Gorizia, the War 
Office reports. Everywhere the Aus- 


trians were driven back, and at some 
points the Italians made further 
gains. : 

The announcement follows: 

“On the Bainsizza Plateau and east 
ef Gorizia the enemy attempted by 
counter attacking in force to retake 
positions recently captured. He was 
driven back everywhere. Our lines 
were held firmly and advanced at 
Some points. We captured 560 
prisoners. 

“Our aircraft successfully renewed 
bombardment of enemy batteries in 
Panovizza wood, on the Carsco, on 
Tuesday evening. An enemy attack 
between the Vippacco and Dozzo 
Friti was broken. by our troops. 

“On the Trentino front from Stel- 
vis to Carnia, concentrated fire and 
numerous reconnoitering actions 
kept the enemy busy In the Tofane 
region the enemy, after intense ar- 
tillery preparation, attacked our po- 
sitions at the mouth of the Trave- 
Yianzes Valley three times and with 
great violence, but was repulsed 
completely.”

LONDON, Aug. 30.—The Austrian 
official communication of last Tues-

“By bringing up fresh forces the 
Ttalians have done everything possi- 
ble to extend their territorial gains, 
made at great cost on the Bainsizza- 
Heiligegehast Plateau during’ the 
initial stages of the Isonzo battle. 
On almost every part of this front 
the enemy has launched an assault 
against our positions. During pit- 
ter hand grenade and bayonet en- 
counters our troops have resisted the 
enemy in the t0 days’ battle and by 
za nbroken resistance have proven vic- 
tors over the Italians, The enemy 
was everywhere repulsed and fled in 
disorder in some places. 

“An Italian thrust made with con- 
siderable force east of Gorizia failed. 
A surprise attack destroyed an en- 
emy post amidst ice and snow. Our 
men returned with two Italian of- 
ficers and 20 Alpine machine guns 
and searchlights.”

DEATH PENALTY PARTIALLY 
RESTORED IN RUSSIAN ARMY 


Kerensky Declares Action Is Neccs- 
sary to Organize and Discipline 
Fighting Forces. 

LONDON, Aug. 30.—At the con- 
elusion of Moscow conference, Pre- 
mier Kerensky arnounced the partia! 
re-establishment of the death pena!tv 
&S a vecessary measure of army dis- 
cipline, according to the Central 
News Petrograd correspondent, who 
quotes the Premier as saying: 

‘‘As Minister of Justice, I abolishe 1 
‘he death penalty, but as Minister of 
War, I decided it necessary partially 
to re-establish it. This re-establish- 
‘nent hurts me to the very sou!, but 
for the salvation of the country We 
are willing to be killed with all 
souls. The army must be organiz.d 
and disciplined, each-combatant oc- 
cupying his proper place and each 
recognizing his duty as well as his 
rights : 

“The disciplinary tribunals will he 
conserved and will receive the au- 
thority indispensable for the muin- 
tenance of the army as an efficient 
organization.” 


“JIM’S” KEEPER TELLS WHY HE 
DIDN'T ASK FOR CITIZENSHIP 


Erich Paenzcr of the Zoo Says He 
Was Traveling With Circus and 
Didn’t Find It Convenient. 


Erich Paenzer, keeper of the ele- 
phant “Jim” at the zoo in Forest 
Park, was questioned by Charles 
Hertenstein of the Efficiency Board 
today as a result of his claim for ex- 
emption from the military draft 
made before the District Board a few 
days ago on the ground that he was 
an unnaturalized German. He had 
failed to appear before the Twenty- 
eighth Ward Board for examination 
and was excused by the District 
Board. 


He explained to Chairman Herten- 
stein that before he came to St. Louis 
in April, 1916, with ‘Jim,’ he had 
been traveling with a circus and did 
not find it convenient to file an appli- 
cation for citizenship. He did not ex- 
plain why he did not file such appli- 
cation after coming to St. Louis. 


A city ordinance requires that all 
city emplowpes and officials be citizens: 
or declarants for citizenship, except 
in cases of emergency, when aliens 
may be employed as laborers. Chair- 
man Hertenstein said he would refer 
the facts in Paenzer’s case to the 
Park Commissioner and the Audi- 
tor’s Department, which approves 
the pay roll.

Peace With Hohenzollerns,”’ 


Says Manchester Guardian. 


CONFIDENCE IN PRESIDENT 


“We Haven’t Full Text, but 
We’re Sure It’s All Right,” 
One Writer Asserts. 


LONDON, Aug. 30.—‘“‘The text of 
President Wilson’s reply to the 
Pope’s peace overtures is not before 
us as we write, but everybody in the 
United States had already read it by 
yesterday noon and summaries and 
comments: from American newspa- 
pers leaves us in no doubt about its 
character,’ says the Manchester 
Guardian. After declaring the posi- 
tion of the President is clear and 
logical, the newspaper gives several 
extracts from Premier Lloyd 
George's speech at Glasgow las: 
June, which, it says, are much the 
same in :pirit as the President’s 
message to the Pope. 

“President Wilson's policy comes 
very near to the formula ‘no peace 
with the Hohenzollerns,’”’ it con- 
tinues, ‘‘but it would be unfair not 
to recognize the very narrow but 
deep gulf that separates him from 
that formula. The way in which he 


peace can be durable without the 
guarantee of the German people. 
Guarantee given by the German 
Government, holding the views it 
does, cannot be durable. 

“Mr. Wilson has no desire to dic- 
tate to the German people their form 
of government, but, as a good Amer- 
ican, he has faith in the honesty 
and sincerity of the democracy. He 
is not concerned to insist that Ger- 
many must have forms of govern- 
ment like our own, but only to as- 
sert the principle that. in dealing 
with an autocracy like that of Ger- 
many, we must, in self-defense, ex- 
act more severe guarantees than if 
we were dealing, not with a clique, 
whose political vices have been made 
notorious by the war, but with a free 
people which in the mass are never 
dishonorable, never cynical, never 
treacherous.” 

Says President Is Right. 

In going beyond the ruling caste 
to the German people themselves, 
says the Pail Mall Gazette, Presi- 
dent may appear to some to be over- 
sanguine. ° 

“But for ourselves, ”" the newspa- 
per continués, ‘‘we believe he is 
right, because we see no alternative 
but complete military victory. When 
the enemy masses leafn, as they 
must sooner or later, that it is the 
abominable doctrine of blood and 
iron which stands between them and 
their deliverance, we believe clouds 
will have gathered for the house of 
Hohnzollern.” 

The Westminster G@zette says the 
reply strikes the right note for the 
allies and continues: “‘Firm, defiant 
against the (ierman system, but not 
threatening ostracism and ruin if 
that system be disestablished, it may 
not succeed. The German people and 
their system may be too much alone 
for any disintegration from within, 
but there is no reason why we should 
perpetually stoke up the fire-eaters 
who are trying to persuade the Ger- 
, man people that the allies are bent 
on conquest and destruction, and do 
nothing to he!p the growth of mod- 
erate opinion.” 

In its comment on the President’s 
note, the Evening Standard says: 

“Mr. Wilson brings us back to the 
bedrock fact that Germany is a leper 
State and that until she has cleansed 
herself communion with her means 
corruption. Mr. Wilson puts into 
plain English what our statesmen 
clothe in roundabout and unimpres- 
sive language. He is not afraid t. 
call a liar a liar, even if the Har hap- 
pens to be exiremely well connectcd.” 

The Globe says: “We perhaps are 
not quite ready, as is the President, 
to assume that the strangely pro- 
German spirit which permeates the 
suggestions of his holiness is entire- 
ly free from all Austrian influence, 
nor are we prepared to admit that 
the German people do not share the 
culpability of their rulers for this 
desolating war, but these things are 
matters of opinion and do not affect

This effectually 
squelched the turkey trot, the bunny hug and the tango, and maintained 
the waltz and the polka in their old estate. ' 
It may seem ridiculous that such a decree should be so solemnly issued. 
But I believe that the higher authorities in Germany earnestly desire that the 
people, and especially the officers of the army and navy, should not learn to 
enjoy themsclves too much. A great endeavor was always made to keep 
“them in a life, as far as possible, of Spartan simplicity. For instance, the 
army officers were forbidden to play polo, not because of anything against 
the game, which, of course, is splendid practice for riding, but because it would 
make a distinction in the army between rich and poor.

and said that France could easily 
pay it—and that a like sum, or much 
more should be exacted as an indem- 
nity at the conclusion of the World 
War of 1914. 


The Prince said that he had al- 
ways advocated a protective tariff 
for agricultural products in Ger- 
many, as well as encouragement of 
the German manufacturing inter- 
ests; that agriculture 4vas necessary 
to the country in order to provide 
strong soldiers_.for war, and manu- 
facturing industries were needed to 
provide money to pay for the army 
and navy and their equipment.

Provisional Government More 
Firmly Established, but Sol- 
diers’ Morale Hurt.

MOSCOW, <Aug. 30.—The ip- 


proaching end of the national con- 
ference shows that there has been a 
strengthening of the provisional Goyv- 


ernment, but there has not been a 
corresponding increase in the mili- 
tary power of the country. The net 
results are due to the pronounced 
peace attitude of the Council of Sol- 
diers’ and Workmen’s Delegates. 
Prof. Miliukiff, former Foreign Min- 
ister, who is recognized as the ‘lead- 
er of the conservatives, said to me: 

“That Premier Kerensky is tempo- 
rarily stronger with the conciliation 
groups is apparent, but the lineup 
of the Council of Soldiers’ and Work- 
men’s Delegates against the bour- 
geoise is clear. No program has been 
adopted and there has been no vote 
of confidence. The conference thus 
far has aided only the interior af- 
fairs of Russia. 

‘‘The morale of the army has been 
hurt. The failure of the officers of 
the Council or Soldiers’ and Work- 
men’s Delegates to rise when Gen. 
Korniloff entered the conference hall 
was demoralizing and showed that | 
lack of discipline continues in the 
army. 

“The question is: Will Premier 
Kerensky follow the Council of Sol- 
diers’ and Workmen’s Delegates, 
making for divided authority in the 
army, or yield to the demands of 
Gen Korniloff for a single power? 
This, the most important decision of 
the conference, has yet to be made. 
Russia must blunder on with a de- 
moralized front and _ disorganized 
rear until events force a powerful 
command of the army or yield to the 
Council of Solsiers’ and Workmen's 
Delegates, whose interference still is 
paralyzing the army.” 


Conference \Has Been of Some As- 
sistance, Kerensky Says. 


MOSCOW, Aug. 29. — Premier 
Kerensky, in an address to the Na- 
tional conference, said that. al- 


though the different political groups 
had criticised the provisional Gov- 
ernment, they had shown clearly a 
desire to arrive at an agreement. 

“The provisional Government,” de- 
clared the Premier, ‘‘will stand on 
guard over the revolution. It will! 
suffer no counter revolutionary at. 
tempts, whatever be their source, for 
the provisional Governtient is the 
incarnated -v11l of the whole Russian 
people. It does not regret having 
convoked the conference at Moscow 
which, although it has not yielded 
practical results, has allowed ail 
Russian citizens to say frankly what 
they think necessary for the -State.’’ 

Premier Kerensky then spoke of 
the services rendered to the country 
‘by the revolutionary democracy, 
which, he observed, took power at 
a terrible moment in the life of tha 
State. 

“Whoever endeavors to wrest 
their conquests from the people,” hea 
concluded, ‘will never succeed,. fo 
they have now become public prop- 
erty.”

Eiens of Entente Governments 


- Unprepared for Quick Reply 
to the Pope. 


EFFECT ON THE RUSSIANS 


"President ‘May Have Desired to 
Impress Moscow Assembly 


| ! and Check Pacifists. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 30. — Even 
some of the entente Governme:ts 
were unprepared for the prompt 
fashion in which the President ra- 
jected Pope Benedict’s reace propos- 


els. Some of the allied Foreign of- 


fices, accustomed to long, Setherkted! 
moves in diplomacy, regarded the ex- 


changes that had been going on be-| 


tween them and their own capitals 
as barely completed. They had 
rather expected further discussion of 
the time for dispatching replies. . 
It was realized, however, by Ahe 
entente representatives in Washing- 
ton that President Wilson must have 


had some good and sufficient reason 


for acting so quickly. Speculation 
ascribes the motive to a desire to im- 
press favorably the great Russian 
convention at Moscow while that 
body still is in a plastic and receptive 
state. It also was suggested that the 
President might have wished to an- 
ticipate by his remarkable state pa- 
per obstructive action by the pacific 
elements in and out of Congress i: 
the United Stzetes. 

No rejoinder from the Vatican is 
expected her: in the immediate fu- 
ture. 

It is confidently believed by some 
officials here that the spirit of re- 
volt will develop steadily and rapidly 
among the people in Germany, bring- 
ing nearer the day when they will 
assert themselves to the point where 
President Wilson may feel safe in 
listening to peace overtures in the 
conviction that they are from the 
German people themselves and not 
from the overlords and military des- 
pots. 

President Wilson realizes the force 
of the objection that has come from 
some quarters to what might be re- 
garded as a disposition on his part to 
impose a form of government on 
Germany. It can be stated that noth- 
ing was further from his thought 
than such a disposition. He meant 
just what he said in the note, that | 
the word of the present autocratic | 
rulers of Germany, cannot be taken 
for anything that fs to endure unless 
supported by the will of the German 
people themselves. As to whether 
Germany has an imperial or a re- 
publican form of Government, it is 
conceded that the remainder of the 
world has nothing to do. 

The German-Argentine  negotia- 
tions, insincere and hollow « they 
are believed to be on the part of 
Germany, are viewed officially here 
as another evidence of the weaken- 
ing of Germany's aggressive policies. 

Approval of the President's note 
ig expressed generally at the Capitol 
by members of all parties.

Probably 10 Days Before Central 
Powers Answer Pope’s Note. 

COPENHAGEN, Aug. 30.—lIt will 
be 10 days before the central Powers 
answer the peace note of Pope Bene- 
dict, says the Berlin Kreuzzeitung. 
Negotiations regarding the note be- 
tween Berlin and Vienna have been 
completed, the newspaper states, but 
are still taking place with Turkey. 
It expresses the view that the central 
Powers undoubtedly will agree upon 
a joint reply. 

The commission appointed by the 
German Chaacellor to consider a re- 
ply to the note had its first session 
Tuesday, according to the Lokal An- 
geiger of Berlin. Chancellor Micha- 
elis presided. The session adjourned 
until the results of the discussions 
over the note are available from 
Constantinople and Sofia.

Pope Hoped to Get Favorable Answer 
From ‘United States. 

ROME, Tuesday, Aug. 28.—The 
Osservatore Romano, organ of the 
Vatican, prints a long article em- 
bodying a discussion of the objec- 
tions made to the Pope’s peace pro- 
posals, from which it would appear 
evident that the Pontiff hoped to ob- 
tain a favorable, answer from the 
United States. 

It is intimated by the paper that 
any step taken by the Pope is per- 
sistently misinterprefed and_ sub- 
jected to unfair criticism and that 


__ the present proposal is no exception. 
'* For instance, it is pointed out, 


the 
note has been criticised because the 
Pope has entered the realm of ma- 
terial things rather than spiritual, 
when, in fact] previous notes issued 
by him have fully covered things 
spiritual.

PRICE IS FIXED ON NEWS PRINT 
PAPER FOR GOVERNMENT’S USE 


President Sets 244 Cents a Pound As 
Fair\Figure for Product to Be 
Used in Bulletin. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—In an 
order which newspaper publishers 
consider an important precedent, 
President Wilson has fixed a price 
of,2% cents on news print paper for 
use in publishing the Government's 
daily Official Bulletin. The order 
fixing the price was directed to the 
International Paper Co., which had 
declined to furnish news print for 
the Bulletin at less than 3 cents a 
pound. 

The President’s action was taken 
at the instance of the joint congress- 
ional Committee on Printing, of 
which Senator Fletcher is chairman. 
When the Bulletin began publica- 
tion the committee sought bids for 
news print and the cheapest price 
named was 3 cents. This, the com- 
mittee decided, was too high, and 
appealed to the International on pa- 
trietic grounds to sell its product to 
the public printing office at 2% 
cents. The company complied and 
for a time furnished the paper, but 
later declared increasing production

Of the offending dogs ‘165 were 
found to have rabies and 121 of the 
bitten persons were given the Pas- 
teur treatment by the Health Depart- 
ment as a precaution against. con- 
tracting rabies. Three persons died 
from rabies. 

The Welfare Director figures that 
it would have cost more than $6000 
for the 121 persons to have been 
treated by private physiciaris. The 
persons treated paid nothing to the 
city except, whenever they were able, 
the cost of the serum. The serum 
for these treatments cost $1200. 

The dog license is $1 and in the 
last fiscal year the License Collector 
found 19,478 dogs. Schmoll points 
out that it is the duty of the City 
Marshal to enforce an ordinance re- 
quiring dogs to be muzzled when al- 
lowed to run loose about the prem- 
ises of their owner or on the streets.

GERMAN SOCIALIST PAPER SAYS 
PEACE WAS OFFERED TO RUSSIA 


Vorwaerts Declares Semi-Official 
Organ Tried to Throw Dust In 
People’s Eyes By Denial. 

COPENHAGEN, - Aug. 30.—The 
statement that an offer of a sepa- 
rate peace was made to Russia re- 
cently by the German Government, 
is published in the Socialist news- 
paper Vorwaerts of Berlin. It. is 
brought out by the assertion of Pre- 
mier Kerensky of Russia in his 
speech’ at the Moscow conference 
that Russia ‘a little time ago,” re- 
plied indignantly to a proposal to 
conclude a separate peace and that 
a few days ago “we witnessed an- 
other attempt, equally base, directed 
against our allies.’’ 

In this connection thé sem!i-offi- 
clan Norddeutsche Allgemeine Zei- 
tung again is detected by the Ger- 
man press in an attempt to throw 
dust in the eyes of the world and 
the German public by ostensibly 
denying Premier Kerensky’s account 
of the overtures to Russia and its 
allies which is characterized as in 
reality being no denial at all. The 
Tageblatt, the Vorwaerts, and the 
Vissiche Zeitung call attention to 
a trick of the semi-official organ in 
denying overtures were made by 
Chancellor von Bethmann- -Hollweg, 
whereas Kerensky did not mention 
the former Chancellor, specifying 
the proposal to Russia's allies was 
made a few days ago—that is, since 
the retirement of Dr. von Bethmann- 
Hollweg. 

The Vorwaerts adds that such an 
offer was actually made to Russia, 
although not by Dr. von Bethmann-

STOCKHILM GETS MAXIMUM 
PRICE OF 49 CENTS ON BACON 


Vegetables Are Luxury in Swedish 
City—Tailors Advance Prices 
60 to 65 Per Cent. ° 
STOCKHOLM, Aug. 30.—The lat- 
est American papers reaching here 
report indignation in various cities 
et the high prices of certain food- 
stuffs. Particular complaint is made 
over the fact that some butchers are 
demanding 45 cents a pound for ba- 
con. Maximum prices have recent- 
ly been established for Stockholm 
for all varieties of pork. The price 
set for bacon is 49 cents a pound, 
which is a reduction from the 53% 
cents formerly demanded. 
Vegetabies remain a luxury for the 
well-to-do. Asparagus, now disap- 


pearing from the market, never 
dropped below 53% cents a pound. 
It was wveing sold at 80 cents ata 
time when Berlin dealers were charg- 
ing 18 cents. Spinach costs 53% 
cents a pound, string beans 67 cents 
and green peas 40 cents. 

Men’s tailors have recently notified 
of an advance in prices of 60 to 65 
per cent. Silk socks, of the grade 
sold in America at 60 cents a pair 
cost $1.10 in the Swedish shops. and 
cotton socks and stockings of the 
quarter grade cost from 60 cents up 
Two-for-a-quarter collars are 40 
cents apiece. 

Apart from foodstufts and wearing 
apparel, a most serious phase of the 
cutluok for the coming winter is the 
question of fuel. For English coal 
as much as $90 a ton is being asked, 
and there is little to be had at that 
price. Hard wood costs $14 a cord. 
Gas may be used only for cooking.

TWELFTH REGIMENT 
OF ENGINEERS 15 
NOW IN FRANCE 


Force Composed Largely of St. 
Louisans Will Assist in Rail- 
road Operation. 


TRIP WAS UNEVENTFUL 


Letter Says Men Slept in Their 
Clothes When Convoy Ar- 
rived a Day Late. 


The Twelfth Regiment, United 
States Engineers, is now in France, 
where its :‘nembers, largely St. Louis 
railroad employes, will be engaged 
in the operation of French military 
railroads. 


Cablegfams received by relatives 
of some of the men of the regiment 
brought the news of the arrival in 
France. These messages came about 
the same time as cards, written by 
some of the engineers on their ar- 
rival at a camp in England. Thei- 
stay at the camp was comparatively 
short, and the Thirteenth Engi- 
neers, recruited in Chicago, was at 
the camp with them. 

A card received yesterday by Mrs. 
L. W. Lacy of Webster Groves from 
her son, Sergt. Douglas Lacy of 
C Company, Twelfth Engineers, was 
mailed from the camp in England. 
It said that the men were comforta- 
bly situated, and that they expected 
to take part, in a day or two, ina 
big parade in London, which the 
King witnessed. ‘ 

Of the voyage to England, Lacy 
wrote, “Our trip was very pleasant 
and uneventful rumors to the con- 
trary notwithstanding.” This was 
taken as meaning that no serious 
attack by submarines was experi- 
enced. 

Another letter received by a St. 
Louisan from an officer of the regi- 
ment said that the convoy, sent out 
to escort the engineers’ ship to a 
British port, was a day late and that 
the men under orders, slept in their 
clothes on the night before the con- 
voy appeared. 

The Twelfth Engineers were re- 
cruited here in June and July, and 
left July 26 for an Atlantic port. 
Col. Curtis McD. Townsend is Colo- 
nel of the Twelfth, and Majors John 
A. Laird and Frank G. Jonah are 
staff officers. 


THE AMERIKA COMMENTS ON 
PRESIDENT’S REPLY TO POPE 


Compares Executive’s Attitude To- 
ward Germany With One He 
Assumed Toward Huerta. 
| The Amerika, German language 
daily, in an editorial this morning 
commented on President Wilson’s re- 
ply to the Pope’s peace proposals, 
and compared his attitude toward 
the German Government with that 
which he assumed toward Huerta 

when the latter ruled Mexico. 

The editorial says a large part of 
the German people do not wish to 
know about any proposals coming 
from the enemy’s camp, and that 
such proposals are to them like the 
proverbial “Greeks bearing gifts.”’ 
The Germans believe the war was 
forced on them, the article says, and 
have as many proofs to offer in sup- 
port of their view as the allies have. 
“And here,” the editorial says, “lies 
the hardest problem of the war—the 
vanquishing of the idea that the en- 
emy must acknowledge he was mor- 
ally in the wrong. Mr. Wilson tries 
to shift the guilt from the German 
people to their Government. But the 
reople proclaim their solidarity with 
the Government. Only by force can 
« change be affected in this relation. 
Can this be the President’s inten- 
tion? That is the question which he 
leaves unanswered. It will be, for 
the German people, the great stum- 
bling block. It must be put out of 
the way before peace can come,”

East St. Louis Assessor Described 
Owner as ‘Municipal Bridge 
‘Co.”’ on Books. 


BOARD HEARS ARGUMENTS 


Attorney. Admits Highway Ap- 
proach 4s'Not Taxable; Fight 
Over Railway Structure. 


Clerical errors in the entry of an 
assessment of $3,000,000 made by 
the Assessor of East St. Louis on the 
east railroad approach of the Free 
Bridge, may prevent the collection of 
taxes on the structure this year, City 
Counselor Daues told a Post-Dis- 
patch reportér today. 

D. J. Sullivan, City Attorney of 
Kast St. Louts, yesterday, in argu- 
ments before the St. Clair County 
board of: Review, in Belleville, con- 
ceded, Counselor Daues said, that the 
highway deck-of the bridge is not 
taxable under the laws of Illinois. 
The lllinois statutes exempt a bridge 
that is a free highway for vehicles 
and pedestrians. 

The error’ on which Counselor 
Daues depends. for defeating the at- 
tempt of Bast St. Louis to collect 
taxes on tHe éast railroad approach 
appears in the:assessment book. The 
“St. Louis ‘Munitipal Bridge Co.” is 
ramed as the owner of the east rail- 
road approach; Counselor Daues said. 
The approach is described as that 
part of the bridge lying ‘“‘between 
the center of the Mississippi River 
and the eastern city limits of East 
St. Louis.” 

Counselor Daves asserts that this 
description is erfoneous and with the 
other error prebably will invalidate 
the tax bill rendered against St. Louis 
unless the Board of Review mean- 
while disaHows the assessment. 

Counselor Daues pointed out that 
the approach’ does not begin at the 
center of the fiver, but in the middle 
of the maim: channel, and does not 
extend to'thé’ @astern city limits of 
East St.. Louis. 

Street ‘Commissioner Slater, who 
testified before the Board of Review 
yesterday, ‘said that 500,000 vehicles 
have crossed the highway level of the 
bridge sinee its opening, Jan. 20, this 
year, and, that, no toil was collected 
by the city of St: Louis. He said this 
volume of traffic on the Eads Bridge 
would have: been subject to an ag- 
gregate chargé of $127,000. 

President Kinsey of the Board of 
Public Service;'and Director of Pub- 
lic Utilities Hooke, gave testimony 
about the cost of the bridge. Presi- 
dent Kinsey safd that St. Louis had 
spent $6;100,000-on the structure up 
to the date of the assessment made 
by East St. Louis.

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AMERICANS SEIZE PARIS TAXI 
WHEN DRIVER ASKS HIGH FARE 


Order Posted Forbidding Ambulance 
Men From Pulling Chauffeurs 
Off Boxes in Future. 

PARIS, Aug. 30.—A mysterious 
order appeared yesterday on the bul- 
letin boards of American Red Cross 
Hospital No. 1, at Neuilly, formerly 
the American Ambulance, in which 
American ambulance drivers were 
strictly forbidden to pull Paris cab- 
men or chauffeurs off their boxes 


and themselves operate the cabs or 


taxicabs. 

Investigation revealed that the un- 
usual order was caused by the action 
of six ambulance men the night be- 
fore when they objected strenuously 
to the exorbitant prices which the 
taxicab drivers charge late in the 
evening despite the earnest efforts 
of the police to force them to oper- 
ate by meter. 

The men had missed the last un 
derground train to the hospital and 
hunted up a taxicab whose driver, 
however, demanded a fare of $4 or 
about four times the ordinary rate. 
When he would not agree to reduce 
the fare and no policeman could be 
found to enforce the regulations, the 
ambulance drivers seized him, placed 
him gently but firmly against a lamp 
post, mounted the taxicab and drove 
home, deserting the machine near 
the hospital. 


HILL SAYS WAR WON'T CUT 
MISSOURI U. ENROLLMENT 


Instructors Are Named to Replace 
Those Who Have Entered 
Military Service. 

A. Ross Hill, president of the Uni- 
versity of Missouri, who was here 
today at a meeting of the Board of 
Curators, does not think there will 
be any decrease in the enrollment of 
students this autumn as a result of 
the war. 

The enrollment was 5 4000 iast year. 
The normal increase of students each 
year is approximately 200, and this 
increase, Dr. Hill expects, will take 
care of losses due to the draft. He 
said the university would not be af- 
fected as much under the selective 
draft as it would under a call for 
volunteers. 

The Curators named a number 
of assistant professors and instruc- 
tors to take the place of those who 
resigned and others who have en- 
tered the military service. The uni- 
versity, at Columbia, will open Sept. 
17. The Missouri School of Mines, 
at Rolla, opens Sept. 10. 


SON WINS SUIT OVER WILL 
OF MILLIONAIRE PUBLISHER 


Court Grants Petition of Edward *:. 
McLean That He Be Appointed 
One of Executors of Estate. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—The le- 
gal contest over the will of the !ate 
John R. McLean, millionaire news- 
paper publisher of Washington and 
Cincinnati, was ended today, when 
the local courts granted thre petition 
of Edward B. McLean, his only son, 
that he be appointed one of the ex- 
ecutors of the estate. The trust co.m- 
pany named as executor of the tes- 
tator did not oppose the applica- 
tion. The caveat filed by Edvword 
B. McLean opposing probation of 1.is 
father’s will was withdrawn. 

The Court's decree declares the 
validity of the trusts created under 
the will and provides that the ap- 
pointment of Edward B. McLean as 
a co-trustee does not affect these 
trusts. This means that McLean will 
receive virtually the entire income 
from his father’s large estate. 

The Court retains jurisdiction of 
the case. It was held in the decre2 
that the will showed McLean clearly 
intended his sen should have a part 
in the administration of the estate. 


MAN, 72, KILLS ANOTHER, 76, AND 
WOUNDS LATTER’S BLIND WIFE 


LONDON, Aug. 30.—George Ding- 
ley, 72, is in custody at Woolwich on 
a charge of murdering Dugald Stew- 
art, 76, and wounding Madge Stew- 
art, 60, his wife, who is blind. 

Dingley was a lodger with the 
Stewarts at 10 Pellipar road, a work- 
ing class street near the royal dock- 
yard.

T0 BE READY SEPT. | 


Missouri and Kansas Division of 
Guard Not Expected for 
Week or 10 Days Later. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
FORT SILL. Ok., Aug. 30.—The 


ecantonment for the Missouri and 
Kansas division of the national 
guard will be ready by Sept. 1, ac- 
cording to announcement made last 
night by Lieutenant-Colonel G. D. 
Guyer, coas‘ructing Quartermaster. 

Col. Guyer said that, if necessary, 
the guardsmen could move in on 
that date and they would be cared 
It is believed, however, that 


they will not be brought here until 
a week or 10 days later. hile all 
the buildings will be up, there will 
be a great many detafls of construc- 
tion that probably will be*completed 
before the entire division is sent 
here. 

There probably will not be any 
electric light or shower baths in by 
Sept. 1. Material is slow in arriv- 
ing. Electric wiring is somewhere 
on the way. Screening has not ar- 
rived for mess halls. 

Plenty of water for the troops 
will be arra »red on time. The water 
comes from an artificial lake.in the 
Wichita Mountains and is carried 
about seven miles to the post. 

The encampment lies between the 
lake and Lawton. A 16-inch mainr 
is being used at present, but today 
work started on a 24-inch main that 
will supply something like 8,000,- 
000 gallons cf water a day. 

Citizens of Lawton voted $37,000 
in bonds to care for the water sup- 
ply and the first of the bond issue 15 
being spent. The city has guaran- 
teed the Government to keep the 
post supplied with water. 

Twelve hundred temporary struc- 
tures have pveen built in Camp Don- 
iphon in three weeks. A _ bakery, 
that, if operated at full capacity, 
would turn out 60,000 loaves of 
bread a day, 1:a8 been built.

LONDON, Aug. 30.—It was report- 
ed at a meeting of the General Pur- 
poses Committee of the London 
County Council that instruction have 
been given by the military authori- 
ties for the calling up of the four 
“conscientious’’ objectors who were 
removed from their posts as teach- 
ers, given employment in the Educa- 
tion Offices, and sent away from 
there because nobody would work 
with them. During that period of 
idleness their salaries were paid. 

Two have been called up for com- 
batant service, their claims to be 
“conscientious” objectors not having 
been upheld, and two for noncom- 
batant service.

WATCHMAKERS' SCriOUL 
FOR WOUNDED SOLDIERS 


Jewelers in Convention Plan Vo- 
cational Course Under Au- 
spices of Government. 


The word “perfect,” as applied to 
diamonds, will be eliminated from 
the vocabulary and advertisements 
of the retail jewelers, according to a 


resolution passed today by the Na- 
tional Retail Jewelers’ Association, 
in convention at the Planters Hotel. 

Charles Manahan of Chicago, sec- 
retary of the Illinois Retail Jewelers’ 
Association of Illinois, is authority 
for the statement there is no such 
thing as a perfect diamond. 

One of the most important meas- 
ures which the jewelers will consider 
is the establishing of a national 
school of watchmaking, under the 
direction of the National Association, 
and under the auspices of the United 
States Government. The purpose of 
the school is to afford a training for 
soldiers who may return from the 
European war wounded and so dis- 
abled as not to be able to follow 
their previous vocations. The “na- 
tional watchmaking school” is the 
idea of H. E. Duncan, Waltham, 
Mass., consulting expert of the Wal- 
tham Watck Co. 

It is proposed to pattern the schoo! 
after the course of the New England 
Watchmakers’ Club. This course is 
under the auspices of the Franklin 
Union, g@vhich is the outgrowth of a 
fund established by Benjamin 
Franklin for the encouraging of vo- 
cational trades. 

The New England Watchmakers’ 
Club has established a four-years’ 
course, at the end of which the 
Franklin Union issues a certificate 
which is recognized by watchmakers 
and jewelers all over the country. 

Miss M. L. Addis, TopeRa, Kan., 
enjoys the distinction of being the 
only woman in the United States who 
has been honored by jewelers to the 
extent of being made a State secre- 
tary and treasurer of a jewelers’ as- 
sociation. She holds that position in 
the Kansas organization, and presid- 
ed at the luncheon of state secreta- 
ries today. Every employe in her 
jewelry establishment, except the er- 
rand boy, is a woman.

CHICAGO, Aug 30.—Col. John S. 
Dennis, commanding the Western Di- 
vision of the British recruiting sta- 
tion, says that sufficient Canadians 
and Britons had enlisted since the re- 
cruiting of England’s subjects in the 
United States began to make more 
than six full battalions, and that 
work now under way augmented the 
number at the rate of 500 a week.

Our purpose is 
It embraces in its scope an inestimable 
service to Burope in particular and to mankind 
in general. 

President Wilson has so handled the cause of 
America against the German autocracy that in- 
volved in our fight for justice and freedom for 
America is a greater fight for justice and free- 
dom ‘or alf nations. We have championed the 
cause of democracy, not alone outside of but with- 
in Germany, against a despotic and unscrupulous 
autocracy, which menaces the peace, security and 
liberty of all the civilized world. We are fight- 


We are fighting for the 
establishment of American principles of justite 
and freedom and American idéals of natioral in- 
dependence and self-government. 

We have erected the torch of liberty in Europe 
for the enlightenment of its peoples. We are 
fighting to break the last remnant of the bonds of 
despotism that have subjected Burope to the will 
of imperial conquerors and oppressors, whose 
power and ambition menaces all nations.

THE SURRENDER TO ARGENTINA. 

In Argentina’s case, Germany “willingly .ac- 
knowledges the dictates of international law and 
will endeavor to obey fhem.” — 

‘But it is not done so very “willingly.” The 
concession is made only after mrany protests and 
at the end of long negotiations. At one time 
Germany offered to meet the Argentina demand 
provided Argentina endeavored to keep her flag 
out of the restricted zone. 

The South American republic having refused 
this stipulation—just as we refused the impudent 
stipulation that our sea rights should be reduced 
to the dispatch of one ship a week, painted with 
certain designated stripes, to the port of Fal- 
mouth—Germany yields the full demand. 

How many disquieting things in increased bur- 
den of enemy pressure Germany might have 
avoided, how many calls for new national sacri- 
fices she might have escaped, what multiplied 
causes of domestic dissatisfaction and ominous in- 
dications of ultimate and ruinous defeat she 
might have prevented, had she granted to the 
United States that which she fiow grants to Ar- 
gentina! 

But six months ago she said she could make in 
our case no exception to her general policy of 
criminal destruction of neutral as. well as bel- 
ligerent trading fleets. Why does she give to the 
one republic what she had fatuonsly refused to 
the other? i 

To be sure, Germany also made us fair prom- 
ises, some of them clothed in language similar 
to the promise given Argentina. But that was 
before she had definitely committed herself to 
her policy of piracy. It was before Hindenburg 
had announced that “our military situation is 
such we can accept all the consequences which 
unrestricted submarine war will bring’! 

Bat it seems now that she does not accept all 
those consequences—at least those affecting her 
relations with our neighbor of the South. She 
having lowered the black flag fo Argentina and 
made an exception in her case—and_ secretly, 
doubtless, in the case of Spain also—what will 
the other neutrals do? 

Argentina, , with little at stake in the way of 
merchant flests, has taken a spirited and self- 
respecting cotirse in striking contrast with the 
supineniess under German outrage of such na- 
tions as“Norway, Sweden and Holland, whose citi- 
zens have-been subjected to tremendous losses In 
vessel property. : 


THE SPIRIT OF $0-OPERATION. 

The thing that will increase America’s effi- 
ciency in the world war and prepare it for a great 
part in the peace that is to come is the remark- 
able spirit of c6-operation and co-ordination that 
has been developed in the United States in the 
past six months, Institutions and individaals at a 
great sacrifice of material advantage have placed 
themselves freely at the disposal of Washington, | 
asking only that they be permitted to serve thetr 
country in fts hour of trial. 

An efcelient example of this is shown in the.
